Charles F. Brown made a spirited 
protest against the resolution. le 
Claimed that if the resolution -was 
adopted, the association would. be 
forming another company in oppost 
tion to the Farmers’ Elevator Co. 
If this wedge were used to divide the 
farmors, and if it were ‘driven: home 
it would mean the disruption of the 
farmers’ movement. The same thing 
had occurred in the States. '‘If the 
farmers will only stay united,’’ said 
(Mr. Brown, ‘there is nothing in 
God’s world to keep them back."’

Wot ian Who Has Fascinated the Gay 
City by Predictt>..s. 


One of the 1icet extraordinary per- 
sons in Paris te-day is Mme. de The- 
bes—prophetess, Alexander Dumas fils 
knew of her extracrdinary powers of 
clarovoyance ad saw many proofs of 
it. From then till now her fame, in- 
stead of decreasing and disappearing 
as is generally the case with the 
modern prophetess, has increased in 
as most remarkable manner. 

The young Dumas was Mme. de 
Thebes godfather; and when she was 
endeavoring t-~ decide what profession 
to adopt, after bad health. prevented 
her from going on. the stage,’ she was 
drawn into a study of the magic and 
mysteries of the East, by a novel 
which Dumas fils was then engaged 
upon—"La Route de Thebes.” The 
title of the book—never finished, 1+ 
the way—sugpested to the young lady 
an appropriate name for herself a 
prophetess. ° : 

She made a special study of thr 
lines of the hand. benefitting be the 
instruction of the best “masters.’’ She 
was very beautiful, an even to-day, 
when her hair is white, her face pro 
serves its freshness, charm, and reg 
ularity of line.

Keeping Ponds Clean. 

Copper sulphate -is often used fox 
destroying the scum-like weeds in 
ponds. But precautions must be. tak- 
en, for unless the right proportion of 
sulphate is used any fish which may 
be in the pond will be‘injured. The 
proportion of copper sulphate used in 
the ponds at Kew Gardens, Jondon, 
England, is one part to from 750,000 to 
1,000,000 parts of water. Sulphate of 
copper in a pulverized state is placed 
in'a porous bag and dragged through 
the water until dissolved. The wate: 
in St. James’ Park, London, it mighi 
be mentioned, has for two summers 
been kept free from scum by this 
method.
